high blood pressure are particu­ 
larly an x ious about this subject. 
In makin g a d ecision on the poin t 
it is obvious that we have to have 
some stan d ard s. It will n ot d o to 
leave it merely to opin ion n or to 
the report of the person with high 
blood pressure as to how he feels. 
After takin g a smoke, the fellow 
with high blood pressure will al­ 
ways d efian tly tell his wife that 
he “feels fin e.” 
By way of havin g a stan d ard , 
we kn ow that physiologically to­ 
bacco con tracts the blood vessels, 
particularly on the surface of the 
bod y. 
By usin g a thermometer 
which takes merely surface temp- 
erature—that is, applied to the 
surface of the skin —we have a 
method of measurin g the effect of 
to bacco . 
Ex periments o n Students 
With this stan d ard of measure­ 
men t Drs. Cates an d Giovan aszzi, 
of Los An geles, ex perimen ted on 
six youn g, healthy med ical stu 
d en t*. They foun d in all of them 
that the peripheral temperature 
of the skin was d ecreased from 
1.8° C. to 6.5° C. after smokin g. 
In the group of people with high 
blood pressure, most of them over 
50 years old , after smok’n g the 
chan ge of temperature in the skin 
of the fin gers an d toes was n ever 
more than 3.5® C., an d most of 
them, less than I® C. 
In stud yin g the effect of tobac 
co on the same tw*o groups as to 
the chan ge in blood pressure the 
youn g, healthy med ical stud en ts 
showed an elevation in blood pres­ 
sure of from 13 to 35 poin ts. In 
the group of high blood pressure 
patien ts of old er age the greatest 


poin ts. 
This would seem to in d icate that 
tobacco has n ot as bad an in flu­ 
en ce on high blood pressure as 
might be ex pected an d , in fact, 
the high blood pressure patien ts 
d o n ot show as much chan ge as 
the n ormal patien ts without high 
blood pretsare. 
Chan ges Skin Temperature 
It is valuable to n ote that the 
temperature of the skin an d the 
toes chan ged con sid erably in all 
patien ts 
after 
smokin g. 
This 
should be applied to the con d ition 
kn own as Buerger’s d isease. Buer­ 
ger’s d isea-e is an in flammation 
of the blood vessels of the ex tremi­ 
ties—usually the toes—as a result 
of which the in flammatory ex u­ 
d ate an d clottin g of the blood often 
cause a closin g of the blood ves­ 
sels with con sequen t d iscomfort. 
It has n ever been suggested that 
tobacco causes Buerger's d isease 
because a n umber of cases have 
been foun d in people who have 
n ever used tobacco. But there is 
n o question that on ce the con d i­ 
tion is established , smokin g makes 
it worse. 
The most successful treatm en t 
for Buerger’a d isease is to apply 
heat to the ex tremities an d by 
various foot exercises to in crease 
the circulation in the toes. It can 
be seen that if tobacco red uces the 
temperature of the toes—proba­ 
bly by cr* atin g a spasm of the ves­ 
sels—there is good reason why 
tobacco d oes harm in this con ­ 
d ition .
